Two Upland High School sen- 
fors have been named semi- 
finalists in the 1966-67 National 
Merit scholarship competition, 
while six other Upland students 
received letters of commen- 
dation for high scores on the 
qualifying test, it was announced 
by principal Thomas M, Gla- 
sheen. 

Melinda Hodell, 17, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Mel Hodell, 
1388 N. Euclid Ave., and John 
H. Clark, 16 son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Clark, 2342 N. 
San Antonio Ave., will be test- 
ed in early December for fi- 
nalists in the Scholarship com- 


petition. 

Commended for achieving 
scores ranking in the upper 
two per cent of high school 


seniors though not high enough 
to become semifinalists on the 
tests were: Pennelope R. Cox, 
Ronald D. Guyon, Carol Y, 
Locke, Jana C. Smith, Marlene 
M. Vakerics and Marjorie E. 
Watkins. 

Miss Hodell and Clark are 
among 14,000 semifinalists 
named throughout the country 
from tests administered last 
spring. Their names will be 
Sent to all regionally accredit- 
ed colleges and universities and 
to schlorship ~- granting 
agencies and other sources of 
financial aid. 

In past programs at least 
97 cer cent of semifinalists 
have become finalists. Each 
finalist receives a Certificate 
of Merit in recognition of his 
distinguished performance in 
the program. Finalists are el- 
igible for the scholarships 
sponsored by NMSC and some 


340 corporations, foundations 
colleges, unions, trusts, pro- 
fessional assoctations, other 
organizations, and individuals. 

Names of the merit scholars 
chosen from among the 1966-67 
finalists will be announced May 
3, 1967. The exact number of 
awards will depend upon extent 
of sponsor support. In 1966, 
over 2,250 Merit Scholarships 
were awarded, 1,700 of them by 
Sponsors, 

High school grades, creative 
accompalishments, leadership 
qualities, extracurricular ac- 
tivities, and school citizenship 
of the students are evaluated, 
along with test scores, in se- 
lecting Merit Scholars. 

Each Merit Scholarship ts 
a four-year award covering the 
undergraduate years of college. 
Each stipend is individually de- 
termined after the winner’s 
need is assessed. For the stu- 
dent already financially able to 
attend the college of his choice, 
the stipend may be as little as 
$400 for four years. Those 
with high need may receive 
the normal maximum of $6,000 
or $1,500 per year. Winners 
choose their own college and 
courses of study. 


More then 13,000 students 
won Merit Scholarships in the 
first 11 years of the Merit 
Program, which was founded 
in 1955 with grants from the 
Ford Foundation and the Car- 
negie Corporation of New York. 
Over $42 million in financial 
assistance to Merit Scholars 
and their colleges has been ex- 
pended or committed through 
the program to date.

On-the-job training proves valuable 
to Chaffey Police Science students

Would you belleve the Up- 
land Police Department is serv. 
ing as a classroom ard a tea- 
cher? 

That’s right -- at least for 
12 hours a week. 

It’s all part of a new pro- 
gram in Police Science insti- 
tuted this year at Chaffey Col- 
lege whereby students may en- 
roll in a spectal course for on- 
the-job-training with local law 
enforcement agencies, 

Jeanne Fieher, 18, an Upland 
resident and a freshman at 
Chaffey, is currently learning 
the ropes of general police work 
from the Upland Department. 

She spends two or three hours 
each day learning different jobs 
from filing and typing to reading 
bulletins on the dispatch radio. 

Soon Jeanne hopes to goina 
patrol car with an officer to 
view the police force in the 
field. 

There is no pay for the work 
Jeanne does, but she receives 
three hours credit in Police 
Sclence at Chaffey. Someday 
she hopes to work with juve- 
niles, 

But the important aspect of 
the course is it gives students 
a chance to learn what working 
in a law enforcement agency ts 
really like. Perhaps Jeanne, or 
other students, will find another 
area they prefer through their 
experience on-the-job. 

How does Jeanne feel about 
the course? ‘“T love the 
training,’’ she says. 

And that is the response re- 
cetved from most of the 35 
students enrolled in the course, 
according to Carrol Price, as- 
sistant dean of instruction.

Lower voting 
age proposed 
by Rep. Dyal 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Con- 
gressman Ken W. Dyal, 33rd 
District, has introduced legis- 
lation proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
States granting to citizens of 
the United States who have at- 
tained the age of 18 the right 
to vote. 

‘‘Eighteen-year-old Ameri- 
cans deserve the right to vote, 
and this legislation is long over- 
due,’’ the San Bernardino Coun- 
ty Democrat said. 

**President Johnson and the 
late President John F. Kennedy 
both urged Congress to lower 
the voting age to 18. 

“Four states already have 
cut the voting age below 21. 
Georgia and Kentucky have 
gone ‘all the way’ to 18. Alas- 
ka grants 19-year-olds the vote 
and Hawaii makes 20 the de- 
ciding age. 

"My personal experience 
with the youth of San Bernar- 
dino County has inspired me to 
introduce this legislation. High 
school seniors and college stu- 
dents are a well informed group 
of citizens,’’ Rep. Dyal said. 

‘Tt will take several years 
for the constitutional amend- 
ment to pass,’’? Rep. Dyal no- 
ted, ‘‘but we have talked with- 
out action long enough. The 
youth of America, our finest 
national resource, has been 
forced to wait too long.’’

State Sen. Eugene Nisbet Reports: 


People who get involved 
still lack court protection 


How far a person is sup- 
posed to go in aiding another 
individual who is in real or 
apparent physical distress is 
a matter with far-reaching le- 
gal consequences. The many 
cases reported tn papers where 
passers-by have ignored cases 
of assault, or even of murder, 
occurring before their eyes 
have produced waves of heated 
protests about callous refusal 
to follow Good Samaritan prin- 
ciples. But whether the law will 
actually protect from criminal 
or civil Hability those who goto 


the aid of others in danger is 
still doubtful in many cases. 
Attempts to deal with the 


many problems involved in the 
matter by legislation generally 
take the form of granting pro- 
tection from civil liability 
to certain persons who gotothe 
aid of others. California was the 
first state to enact such a pro- 
tective law ~- in 1959 - which 
protects physicians licensed in 
our state from malpractice 
suits when they render assis- 
tance to persons involvedinac- 
cidents. Thirty-three other 
States have since enacted simi- 
lar laws. 

So far as licensed practition- 
ers of healing arts are con- 
cerned, the matter, though com- 
plicated, is not difficult. 
However, when it comes to ex- 
tending similar protection to 
other citizens, there are many 
ramifications which need to be 
considered. Ten other states 
have so far extended protection 
to *fany person?’ who renders 
assistance in time of need. A 
bill to enact a California law for 
this purpose was defeated inthe 
1965 session, but the subject 
was referred to the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee for inter- 
im study. Recently, the com- 
mittee held a short hearing to 


too 


lay the foundation for its study. 

The committee was told that 
generally American ¢ 
while sympathetic to the moral 
issue involved, have refused t 
recognize a legal duty on the 
part of any citizen to assist 
a stranger in time of distress. 
Legal exceptions tothis general 
principle have been enacted in 
some states, primarily relat- 
ing to the duty of a driver tc 
give assistance to any person 
involved in an accident in which 
he was a party. 

Although there is no legal ob- 
ligation to aida complete stran- 
ger, a person who volunteers 
help to another in need thereby 
assumes a legal responsibility 
to exercise reasonable care for 
the other party’s safety. The 
fact that the Good Samaritan has 
acted purely on a voluntary ba- 
sis is no defense against la- 
bility. This doctrine does, how- 
ever, require that the negli- 
gence of the volunteer must 
‘tworsen the position’? of the 
distressed person before lia- 
bility can be assessed. How far 
to go in relieving this liability 
will be a hard question for the 
committee and the Legislature 
to decide. 

A closely related problem 
which has also been the subject 
of considerable newspaper pub- 
licity is the responsibility of a 
citizen to ald a peace officer in 
making an arrest, and the con- 
sequent freedom of liability for 
his actions in doing so. Most of 
the states have laws authorizing 
such officers to call for help, 
but only one provides any im- 
munity in such cases. While 
most courts have held that no 
Mability exists in such circum- 
stances, the question of whether 
the officer has exceeded his 
jurisdiction is still subject tc 
court decision.

Charles D, Gibson, chtef of 
the Bureau of School Planning, 
State Department of Education, 
says ‘"—_t is ridiculous for a 
board to claim that anything 
new has been added by the 
Lynch opinion. 

‘? don't understand why 
school boards have suddenly 
come to @ realization that they 
have a problem, The law has 
been on the books for 33 years, 
Those who have ignored the law 
have not accepted thetr respon. 
sibility as board members, 

“The Attorney General pulled 
the rug out from under boards 
by ending the ‘official’ tgnor- 
ance of their responsibility. 
Someone finally asked the ques. 
tion school boards have so long 
avoided asking. They were try~ 
ing to evade what finally hap. 
pened «. an Attorney General 
opinion making {t diff_eult for 
them to continue ignoring the 
law,’’ Gibson said.

ALL THE LAW asks, he ad- 
ded, is that school boards set 
into motion the following pro- 
cedure: 

*Inspect the structure of all 
buildings built before 1933, 

*If they are found Inadequate, 
there are several alternatives, 
If money is avatlable, it can be 
used immediately for rehabili- 
tatlon or replacement. If funds 
are not avilable, elections can 
be held for bonds to rehabili- 
tate or replace unsafe build- 
ings. An override tax can be 
voted to pay the cost.
